The association was 
founded in 1939 in Fort 
Erie and it remains the 
only remaining federal 
women’s association in 
Canada, said president 
and longtime member 
Carol Saunders. 

The group originally 
began because “a group of 
women felt they should 
become involved in poli¬ 
tics," said longtime mem¬ 
ber Joan Brunt. 

Brunt joined the asso¬ 
ciation in 1960 when she 
came to Fort Erie. She 
became a member 
because she said she 
believes that everyone 
should be aware of what's 
happening politically on a 
municipal, provincial and 
federal level. 

During an election, 
Brunt said she has can¬ 
vassed neighbourhoods 
to educate residents about 
their candidates and 
encourage them to regis¬ 
ter their names to a voter’s

Candidates drop out of 
Fort Erie mayoral race

Two candidates have with¬ 
drawn their names in the race 
to become Fort Erie's next 
mayor. 

Former councillors Richard 
Berry and Shawn McCooey 
have dropped out of the elec¬ 
tion this week. 

“I decided to drop out 
because I was concerned the 
vote was going to be split too 
much,” McCooey said. 

“If someone gets elected with 
a low count, the ability to go to 
other levels of government and 
ask for things will be decreased. 
Obviously, it’s because that 
mayor could potentially only 
represent the 25% of the popu¬ 
lation that voted (for that can¬ 
didate).” 

Mayoral candidates for the 
Oct. 27 election are former 
chamber of commerce presi¬ 
dent Dean Demizio, former 


counciller Ann-Marie Noyes, 
Ward 1 Coun. Stephen Passero 
and former mayor Wayne 
Redekop. 

Mike Cloutier, a reporter who 
publishes the Ridgeway Herald, 
a newspaper in Ridgeway, also 
registered his candidacy for 
mayor last week. 

McCooey said he believes his 
platform “is solid” but “it’s not 
right to stay in if you’re not 
going to win." 

Berry said he has chosen to 
leave the mayoral contest 
because he has decided to back 
Ann-Marie Noyes. 

“I thought my candidacy 
would cut into her prospects,” 
Berry said. 

“I spoke with her at length 
about why I did what I did." 

Berry said the decision to 
drop out of the race wasn’t an

Ontario Shorewalk 
Assocation advocates 
for waterfront access 


Dear Editor, 


The Ontario Shorewalk 
Association has been advo¬ 
cating for the past decade 
that every opportunity for 
increased access to the 
waterfront should be 
explored, expanded, and 
improved. In addition to 
more well known opportu¬ 
nities to access the water 
such as Bay Beach, Crystal 
Beach, Waverly Beach, or 
the Niagara River, we are 
blessed to have waterfront 
road allowances that offer 
residents and visitors the 
opportunity to interact with 
one of the most beautiful 
shorelines in the province. 
Many of them however have 
more or less been removed 
from the public realm of 
consciousness through the 

These parcels of property 
have been cut off over time 


by the encroachments of 
adjacent properties, as well 
as their current use by hom¬ 
eowners as ‘extensions of 
their property! Most of these 
transgressions have 
occurred over decades but 
how they came to be is sec¬ 
ondary in the discussion of 
‘what do we do with them 

Some argue, as the author 
of a letter a couple weeks 
back did, that 'everyone is 
welcome, there are no 
impediments.’ We disagree. 
When a resident or visitor 
takes a stroll along the 
Friendship Trail and arrives 
at the foot of Pierce, Rose, or 
Beachview Avenue - they 
see a beautiful sign erected 
by the Town of Fort Erie that 
says ‘Welcome to our 
Waterfront; and their first 
reaction is usually “where?” 
What they see looks like pri¬ 
vate property - fences, side¬ 
walks, sheds, retaining walls, 
and residents vehicles 
parked on the road allow¬ 
ances because they use 
them as their personal 
driveways and parking lots. 
Few would have the nerve to 


walk through this 'public 
property; On Beachview for 
example, when you com¬ 
bine the encroachments 
and retaining walls, they 
restrict the ability of the 
public access by 80%. That’s 
reality, and it needs to 
change. And it is changing. 
The status quo does not 
serve the best interest of the 
community at large. 

Shorewalk is looking for¬ 
ward to the improvements 
that the town is undertaking 
to restore, improve, and 
maintain these shoreline 
access points for the benefit 
of everyone. Once the pro¬ 
cess has been completed, 
each of the aforementioned 
road allowances will be 
much more inviting and 
welcoming, and eliminate 
any doubt as to public vs. 
private ownership or use. 
Bollards will act as vehicular 
barriers and are intended to 
prevent past parking prac¬ 
tices that significantly 
deterred and/or restricted 
public use of the road allow¬ 
ances. The bollard design 
will not restrict public use of 
the unopened waterfront 


road allowance, but rather 
encourage unencumbered 
use for pedestrians and 
cyclists. 

Work will commence on 
September 18th, and pro¬ 
ceed through the Fall. The 
insistence of the Town that 
adjacent homeowners 
install driveways on their 
own properties, the removal 
of encroachments to pro¬ 
vide more open space for 
access to the public, and the 
installation of bicycle racks, 
picnic tables, and additional 
property markers and sig¬ 
nage has been a long time 
coming. 

We do not believe that the 
opinion of a few residents 
should infringe upon the 
rights of the majority, and 
we are proud to have been 
instrumental in these 
improvements so that every¬ 
one has the ability to enjoy 
increased public access to 
our shorelines.

Canadian Niagara Power energizes United Way 


In Fort Erie, Canadian Niagara Power is known 
for delivering electricity to its customers, 
but the local electricity distributor has also 
become a powerful backer of the United Way 
because of its employees' commitment and 
the company's leadership. 

“We're very blessed so we have an 
obligation and an opportunity to bless others," 
says Bill Daley, president and chief executive 
officer of Canadian Niagara Power. About 
10 years ago, his company decided to make 
the United Way one of the core charities it 
supports. "That's the thought behind it. Our 
employees just picked right up on that and ran 

Canadian Niagara Power adopted the 
United Way because its funding touches so 
many different social agencies in Fort Erie.

"It's very quick. It's easy. It’s nice to get 
everyone together and then we go from 
there," Sazekas says. 

"The guest speaker is the key. Bring them 
in.Talk about why it's important to give back 
to the community,”she says, offering advice 
to anyone who wants to get a new payroll 
deduction program off the ground where they 

Canadian Niagara Power has seen some 
employees steadily increase their giving. 
Sazekas says once someone signs up for 
payroll deduction, it's easy to increase their 
support in following years. Even a two-dollar 
increase over last year - the cost of a coffee 



a week-would put an additional $100 in the 
United Way's coffers. 

“If you bump up your donation on a 
yearly basis, a few dollars every week, you 
don't really notice it coming off the payroll 
deduction," she says. 

Showing leadership and setting the tone 
is what a company's management can do to 
motivate their employees to participate in a 
United Way campaign, Daley says. 

"Once they see that the employer is willing 
to commit, it is a lot easier for the employees 
to step up," he says."If more companies 
adopted the matching, it would really grow."

There are not enough 
Jobs. We've had many more 
jobs leave in the time I've 
been here.

We all 
are familiar with the acro¬ 
nym team: together every¬ 
body achieves more.” 

Jovanovic notes that the 
lack of entertainment and 
sports programs also ham¬ 
pers town living. "All these

things we seek are usually 
found out of town. Having 
four children, it tends to be 
magnified a great deal. I can’t 
hold this family together if I 
am constandy driving the 
kids to the four comers of 
Ontario.... A great deal of my 


money is spent on gas.” 

Jovanovic does her best to 
be involved in the commu¬ 
nity, volunteering for events 
that tend to be child orient¬ 
ed, including Healthy Kids 
Community Challenge, 
Sparky the Fire Dog’s birth¬ 
day, the YMCA and aiding 
the local library. “I make 
sure we’re available to go. 
That’s a part of my commit¬ 
ment to the community, I 
can’t possibly care unless 
I’m there.” 

Before Fort Erie, Jovanovic 
lived in Oakville. “It was a 
very different town, very 
money driven and very 
appearances are important. 
Those were not our values.” 

“When it was suggested we 
move to Fort Erie, my 
response was 'duty free and 
racetrack? What kind of place 


is that to raise children?”’ 

She says her initial fears 
were quickly quelled. “We 
have the Niagara River, a 
quiet safe neighbourhood, 
open spaces, no traffic....

It 
breaks my heart that they 
don’t stop. It’s a place to 
drive through." 


“We have so many oppour- 
tunities along the road to 
have the tourists stop, stay 
and enjoy. They're going to 
need a place to eat, filings to 
do. The tourist dollars will 
come. We just haven’t 
encouraged them to stop.” 

She continues. “We don’t 
need to work on being 
friendly.

Lubberts first ran for 
council in 2003 but wasn’t 
elected until 2010. He has 
“enjoyed serving as a 
councillor for the last four 
years ... (but recognizes) 
there is more work to be 

Lubberts is a journey¬ 


man electrician who works 
for K. Riel Electric in 
Ridgeway. He has lived in 
Fort Erie all his life. Raised 
in Ridgeway, Lubberts says 
he “loves the area” and 
considers Crystal beach to 
be (his) hometown.” 

Lubberts says most of 
his 2010 campaign issues 
were accomplished, 
including lowering tax 
and water rates. 

“In 2014, town taxes will 
increase only 2.7%. In 


addition, water rates will 
rise 0% in 2014. I will work 
diligently to continue 
these low increases.” 

An important issue for 
Lubberts is improving 
municipal drains. 

“For years, the people in 
Sherkston had to deal with 
poor storm water drain¬ 
age. I am proud that in my 
first term the Schooley 
municipal drain has been 
properly restored." 

He says, “a top priority 


is to develop a good mas¬ 
ter plan for Bay Beach that 
reflects the views of the 
community.” 

“We also need to imple¬ 
ment the Master Plan for 
the Crystal Ridge 
Community Park which 
will include tennis courts, 
a Class 1 soccer field, and 
other terrific recreational 
opportunities for the pub¬ 
lic.” 

Lubberts is concerned 
about the visibility of the 
Economic Development 
and Tourism Corporation.

"The EDTC is currendy 
structured so that the 
council does not know

“In addition 
to making the EDTC more 
accountable and transpar¬ 
ent to the people, we also 
need to improve how its 
board of directors is select¬ 
ed." 

Lubberts says he feels it 
“very important” to "bring 
back civdity within the 
council and the commu¬ 
nity.” 

“I believe everyone 
should be treated with 
respect. We made a lot of 
good decisions that will 
benefit the people of Fort 
Erie for years to come," he 

“However, those deci¬ 
sions were overshadowed 
because certain members 
of the press preferred to 
focus on the controver- 

Lubberts says his big¬ 
gest challenge was to “save 
Bay Beach and stop con¬ 
struction of a 12-story con¬ 
dominium on Crystal 
Beach’s waterfront. 

“With the steadfast sup¬ 
port of the Crystal Beach 
community and their 
encouragement, I contin¬ 
ued to bring issues forward 
that the developer could 
not overcome.”

“You can access services 
from the library, and you 
don't even have to leave your 
house," children and teen’s 
librarian Laura Martin said. 

Users of the Fort Erie 
Public Library have access to 
a collection of online books, 
audio books, music and vid¬ 
eos that can be downloaded 
to iPads, tablets, e-readers 


and home computers 
through the OverDrive app. 
OverDrive is available 
through the Fort Erie Public 
Library’s subscription to 
OverDrive, an online server 
that is accessed by many 
smaller libraries that are part 
of the Ontario Library 
Consortium. 

Patrons may borrow what- 
everthey like using OverDrive 
without the hassle of having 
to return it. 

“When you borrow an 
audio book, for example, you 
have the audio book for two 
weeks. When the time is up, 
it checks itself back in and it 


disappears from your virtual 
bookshelf." 

An added benefit to using 
OverDrive is never having to 
worry about overdue library 

“It counts down right to 
the minute of when you first 
borrowed the book, and it 
returns itself,” Martin said.

The Forget-Me-Not is this blue 
petalled lower. There is folklore 
and legends about this plant Here 
are some. These plants had a long 
history in France, England and 
Germany. 

King Henry IV of England 
adopted the blue petalled flower 
as his personal symbol in 1398. 

I like the legend from 15th-cen¬ 
tury in Germany. It was supposed 
that the wearers of the flower 
would not be forgotten by their 

Legend has it that a medieval 
knight and his lady were walking 
beside a river. He stooped to pick 
up a bouquet of For-get-me-nots. 

Because of the weight of his 
armour, he lost his balance and 
fell into the river. As he was drown¬ 
ing from the great weight of his 
armour before going under, he 
threw the blue-flowered posy to 
his beloved one. 

He shouted “forget-me-not” as 
he sank under the water. It was 
often worn by ladies then as a sign 
of faithfulness and enduring love. 

Note: I have been to Henry 
David Thoreau’s rustic cabin three 
times outside of Boston, 
Massachusetts. 

I purchased some books on my 
second visit I quote Thoreau, “ 
The mouse-ear forget-me-not, 
Mysotis laxa, has now extended its 
racemes very much, and hangs 
over the edge of the brook. It is one 
of the most interesting minute 
flowers. It is the more beautiful for 
being small and unpretending; 
even flowers must be modest” 

In our century, Canadian Keith 
Douglas wrote this poem. 
"Vergissmeinmcht” (Forget-me- 
not) is about a dead German sol¬ 
dier in World War 2 whose body 
was found by Douglas. The sol¬ 
dier's body had a photograph of 
him with a giri. Written on it were 
the words Steffi Vergissmeinnicht';

Marineland beluga dies 


One of the first belugas to call 
Marineland home has died. 

Beyli died in August from what 
Marineland says was natural 
causes due to old age. 

According to a statement from 
Marineland, Beyli was close to 40 
years old and “was in excellent 
health until his passing." 

Beyli was brought to Niagara 
Falls in 1999 from a facility in 
Russia. 

“Since that time Marineland has 
built the most successftd beluga 
breeding facilities in the world 
offering scientists and the public 
unique opportunities to learn 
about this incredible species,” the 
Marineland statement read. 


As of August 2013, Marineland 
had 36 belugas. 

Ceta Base, a group that runs a 
national database of captive 
marine mammals, posted on its 
Facebook site on Sunday that Beyli 
died Aug. 24. 

Local activist Mike Garrett, who 
wants to see an end to animal cap¬ 
tivity at Marineland, said 
Marineland has the largest collec¬ 
tion of captive belugas in the world 
and “one of the highest mortality 
rates as well.” 

“While they breed often they die 
prematurely in captivity and as 
far-ranging marine mammals it is 
completely unethical to keep them 
in such environments," he said.
